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THE  ROMAN  COINS  OF  HALL  PARK  McCULLOUGH

It  is  probable  that  few  collectors  ever  realize  how  their  own  personalities  and 
intellectual  bents  are  revealed  by  the  things  they  have  gathered  around  them.  Taking 
the  collecting  world  as  an  entity,  however,  the  group  whose  interests  are  centered  on 
numismatics  suffers  the  greatest  degree  of  exposure.  There  is  something  about  a 
collection  of  coins  that  comes  very  close  to  summing  up  much  of  a man’s  true  inner 
self.  The  collection  assembled  over  many  years  by  the  late  Hall  Park  McCullough,  to 
be  sold  by  order  of  the  Executors  in  STACK’S  forthcoming  Public  Auction  on  Novem- 
ber 20,  21  and  22,  1967,  makes  for  a particularly  revealing  study  in  character.  Mr. 
McCullough  was  obviously  a cultured  numismatist  of  the  highest  caliber.  His  successors 
have  much  to  thank  him  for. 

At  first  glance  it  may  come  as  a surprise  to  find  that  one  individual  could  devote 
his  attention  to  the  coins  of  both  the  United  States  and  Ancient  Rome,  two  areas  in 
numismatics  almost  traditionally  considered  to  be  mutually  exclusive.  Sooner  or  later 
most  collectors  pursue  their  hobby  according  to  a well  defined  pattern.  Wittingly  or 
otherwise,  some  kind  of  a unifying  theme  guides  their  steps.  Mr.  McCullough’s  U.  S. 
coins  reflect  his  deep  interest  in  the  monetary  and  economic  history  of  this  country 
from  Colonial  days  to  the  present.  For  this  reason  he  was  more  attracted  by  what  the 
coins  represented  than  by  the  more  prosaic  aspects  of  rarity  and  condition.  His  taste 
for  numismatic  splendor  remained  to  be  satisfied,  appropriately  enough,  by  the  issues 
of  the  Roman  Empire. 

Everyone  suffers  today  from  a devaluation  of  the  language.  All  of  us  are  too 
used  to  seeing  the  commonplace,  or  worse,  described  in  unrealistic  superlatives.  Although 
fully  aware  of  this  unfortunate  tendency,  we  still  feel  impelled  to  say  that  Mr. 
McCullough’s  Roman  coins,  catalogued  by  COIN  GALLERIES,  must  come  very  close 
to  being  the  finest  collection  of  the  kind  ever  to  be  offered  for  sale  in  the  United  States. 
The  description  of  the  gold  alone  was  an  exciting  experience.  The  one  hundred  and  one 
Aureii,  almost  without  exception,  are  absolutely  superb.  When  unusually  choice 
condition  goes  hand  in  hand  with  unusual  rarity  as  represented  by  Aureii  of  Pertinax, 
Macrinus  and  Diadumenian,  to  name  only  three,  no  superlatives  are  quite  adequate  to 
the  material. 

Significantly  enough,  the  taste  displayed  in  his  acquisitions  of  Roman  gold  is 
reflected  in  the  extensive  run  of  bronzes  and  silver  Denarii.  It  is  quite  clear  that  Mr. 
McCullough  looked  on  Roman  coins  as  works  of  art  and  chose  accordingly.  As  a result 
his  bronzes  are  unusually  fine.  But  the  artistic  was  never  allowed  to  submerge  the 
numismatic  entirely.  If  the  Roman  collection  can  be  considered  the  finest  to  appear 
on  the  American  market  in  point  of  condition,  it  is  also  one  of  the  most  complete. 
Mr.  McCullough  shows  himself  to  have  been  a collector-numismatist  of  stature  who 
almost  could  have  said,  “Civis  Romanus  sum.”  It  can  have  fallen  to  the  lot  of  few  men 
to  leave  behind  a more  impressive  personal  monument. 
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THE  NUMBERING  OF  PRINCES

It  is  not  long  since  I saw  a contribution  in  an  American  periodical  where  an 
incipient  scholar  complained  of  the  confusing  way  Monarchs  of  the  past  were  numbered. 
He  also  said  they  were  often  numbered  quite  incorrectly  and  proceeded  to  give  his  own 
version  of  what  the  proper  numerical  arrangement  for  some  of  them  should  be.  This 
only  shows  he  was  a beginner.  But  I suppose  many  a coin  collector  has  been  struck 
before  by  the  apparently  illogical  numbers  found  after  the  first  names  of  Sovereigns 
on  coins,  and  in  other  public  documents.  A few  words  on  the  subject  may  not  come  amiss. 

It  stands  to  reason  that  the  coin  collector  has  no  wish  to  correct  or  improve  the 
numbering  he  finds  on  the  coins  themselves.  Obviously,  the  respective  Prince’s  own 
numbering  as  given  on  his  coins  must  be  followed,  subject  to  explanatory  comment  by 
scholars.  It  must  be  followed,  at  any  rate,  where  it  exists.  But  here  it  is  essential  to 
remark  that  numbering  Rulers  is  strictly  a Western  custom  unknown  in  the  Byzantine 
Empire.  Even  in  the  West  the  custom,  only  in  use  for  a few  centuries,  has  had  some 
confusing  manifestations. 

It  will  be  known  to  most  readers  that  the  Duke  of  Windsor  was  King  Edward  VIII. 
Yet  he  had  more  than  seven  predecessors  of  the  same  name.  That  saintly  Prince, 
Edward  the  Confessor,  reputed  to  be  the  author  of  the  English  Common  Law  from 
which  Franklin  and  his  friends  drew  their  arguments  against  George  III,  is  not 
numbered  in  the  series.  Why  not?  In  the  first  place,  in  his  time  such  numbering  was 
not  usual.  The  Anglo-Saxon  Kings  frequently  had  nicknames  to  remember  them  by 
like  the  Martyr,  the  Redeless,  the  Confessor.  Further,  the  English  practice  is  made 
clear  to  us  by  the  line  of  a King  who,  by  his  destruction  of  monasteries  and  of  feudal 
families,  put  an  end  to  medieval  England,  yet  who  was  himself  reared  in  the  traditions 
of  feudal  England.  Henry  Tudor  signed  himself  in  French  (again  part  of  the  old 
English  tradition  he  revolutionised)  “Henry,  eighth  King  of  that  name  since  the  Con- 
quest.” The  Kings  of  England  are  numbered  only  from  the  year  1066. 

The  idea  of  numbering  is  so  convenient  that  it  spread  all  over  Western  Christendom. 
While  it  is  easy  to  number  Kings,  what  about  rulers  of  princely  rank?  Should  the 
numbering  include  only  the  ruling  heads  or  all  members  of  the  family?  This  last 
system  is  often  adopted  for  convenience  by  genealogists  although  the  first  system 
better  fits  history  and  was  invariable  followed  in  official  practice  by  the  Princes  them- 
selves — with  the  solitary  exception  of  the  House  of  Reuss. 

If  he  is  not  to  misunderstand  medieval  documents,  the  scholar  must  also  know  that 
there  are  still  other  ways  of  reckoning.  For  instance,  thirteenth  century  Bohemia 
counted,  not  Kings  of  one  name,  but  all  Kings.  The  King  who  started  striking  the 
Bohemian  groats,  and  whom  we  call  Wenceslas  II  (second  of  his  name)  actually  styled 
himself  “Wenceslas,  Fifth  King  of  Bohemia.”  I have  even  seen  an  important  reference 
book  calling  him  Wenceslas  V.  There  never  was  such  a person. 

Talking  of  Bohemian  groats  — these  display  inscriptions  that  are  instructive  in 
this  very  matter  of  numbering.  Thus,  the  Emperor  Charles  IV  is  careful  to  style  himself 
“and  King  of  Bohemia,  the  First,”  just  to  show  the  independence  of  the  realm.  His  son, 
Wenceslas  King  of  the  Romans,  styled  himself,  “King  of  Bohemia  the  Third,”  though 
Bohemian  historians  number  him  IV.  The  actual  Wenceslas  III  was  murdered  before 
being  crowned.  By  medieval  ideas  a Prince  who  had  not  undergone  sacring  and  crowning 
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was  not  really  King  at  all.  Shakespeare  means  exactly  what  he  says  when  he  defines 
the  sacred  character  of  Kingship : 

“Not  all  the  water  in  the  rough  rude  sea 

can  wash  the  balm  off  an  anointed  King” 

The  experiment  was  tried  in  our  time  when  Charles  IV  of  Hungary  was  taken  all  the 
way  from  the  Black  Sea  to  Madeira  after  World  War  I saying,  “No  man  can  stop 
me  from  being  the  crowned  King  of  Hungary.”  This  is  almost  literally  what  Shakespeare 
makes  his  tragic  King  say  in  the  verse  that  immediately  follows  our  quotation.  This 
was  the  medieval  view  of  things.  A King  without  Coronation  could  be  left  out  of  the 
count,  as  being  merely  Lord  of  the  Kingdom. 

Peculiar  problems  arose  when  the  rank  and  title  of  a State  was  raised.  Should  the 
Sovereign  stress  the  importance  of  his  new  rank  by  adopting  a new  numbering  or 
should  he  insist  on  his  ancient  lineage  by  continuing  the  former  series?  That  problem 
arose  for  several  German  States  after  Napoleon  dissolved  the  ancient  medieval  Empire 
and  Germany  had  been  reconstructed  at  the  peace  of  1815.  For  example,  the  Electorate 
of  Hanover  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  a Kingdom.  The  Hanoverian  Sovereigns  were 
above  all  proud  of  their  ancient  race,  and  decided  to  continue  their  series.  Thus  it 
came  about  that  George  III  was  followed,  in  England  and  in  Hanover,  by  George  IV. 
George  V of  Britain  was  the  winner  of  World  War  I,  whereas  George  V of  Hanover 
was  the  loser  of  the  1866  war.  At  the  same  time  in  1815  the  two  Landgraves  of  Hesse, 
styled  Elector  and  Grand  Duke,  preferred  to  insist  on  their  new  royal  rank  and  each 
began  anew  with  number  I. 

A very  special  case  was  presented  by  the  Kingdom  of  the  Two  Sicilies.  The 
Kingdom  of  Sicily  was  torn  in  two  when,  as  a result  of  the  “Sicilian  Vespers,”  the  House 
of  Anjou  lost  the  island  of  Sicily  but  kept  the  Sicilian  Dominions  “this  side  of  the 
light-house”  — the  realm  of  Naples  on  the  mainland.  For  about  two  hundred  years 
there  were  two  Sicilies  under  different  Kings.  In  the  end,  Ferdinand  of  Aragon,  the 
King  whose  wife  commissioned  Christopher  Columbus  to  be  Admiral  of  the  Ocean, 
reunited  both  Sicilies  under  one  Crown.  Nevertheless  they  retained  separate  Govern- 
ments, Parliaments,  and  separate  Royal  numbering.  At  one  time  there  had  been  two 
Ferdinands  this  side  and  one  on  that  side  of  the  Straits  of  Messina.  For  this  reason 
Ferdinand  IV  in  Naples  was  only  Ferdinand  III  in  Sicily.  His  continental  dominions 
were  conquered  by  Napoleon  and  given  to  Joachim  Murat,  the  Emperor’s  brother-in-law. 
Murat  duly  styled  himself  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  though  he  was  usually  called  the  King 
of  Naples  because  the  British  Fleet  made  sure  that  he  never  set  foot  on  the  island. 
When  the  war  was  over  and  Ferdinand  was  returned  to  Naples  by  his  English  and 
Austrian  Allies  he  decided  to  restore  the  unity  of  his  dominions.  He  made  them  into 
one  Kingdom  and  ended  the  double  numbering  by  styling  himself  Ferdinand  I,  King  of 
both  Sicilies. 

Constitutional  considerations  govern  the  inscriptions  of  Ferdinand  I who  became 
Emperor  of  Austria  in  1835.  Differing  in  their  practice  from  the  Emperor  Charles  IV, 
the  Austrian  Sovereigns  of  Bohemia  had  been  content  in  their  monetary  inscriptions 
to  give  their  number  as  Emperors  without  numbering  their  royal  titles.  But  when 
Ferdinand  succeeded  his  father  the  Hungarian  Parliament  insisted  he  should  be  styled 
First  of  Austria  and  Fifth  of  Hungary.  The  Austrian  Government  complied  but,  in 
order  to  forestall  any  suggestion  of  special  Hungarian  prerogative,  raised  the  parallel 
claim  of  Bohemia.  As  a result  the  the  inscription  ran:  “Ferdinand  the  First,  Emperor 
of  Austria,  King  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia  Fifth  of  that  name,  King  of  Lombardy, 
Venice”  . . . and  so  forth. 
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If  a throne  has  ever  been  in  dispute,  history  may  know  two  Princes  claiming  the 
same  number.  Thus  in  France  there  is  a twofold  Charles  X.  One  was  the  Catholic 
counter-claimant  to  Henry  IV,  and  the  other  Henry’s  greatgrandson’s  greatgrandson’s 
son.  The  second  Charles  X had  an  elder  brother,  Louis  XVIII,  restored  to  the  throne 
in  1814.  The  last  King  to  have  reigned  in  fact  was  Louis  XVI,  the  Sovereign  responsible 
for  American  victory  against  George  II  (whose  portrait  used  to  be  in  the  Capitol  at 
Washington).  Louis  XVI’s  son,  also  named  Louis,  was  in  jail  at  the  time  of  his  father’s 
death  and  died  there.  Nevertheless,  he  was  counted  Louis  XVII  in  the  series  of 
French  Kings.  The  practice  was  imitated  by  Louis  Napoleon  when  he  became  Emperor. 
In  order  to  make  his  reign  look  traditional  he  styled  himself  Napoleon  III.  Napoleon  II 
was  the  son  of  Napoleon  I,  proclaimed  Emperor  in  1815,  though  the  boy  was  then  in 
Austria  and  the  French  Parliament  could  not  be  made  to  acknowledge  him. 

Another  problem  of  legitimate  succession  was  debated  when  the  moribund  son  of 
AVilliam  I became  German  Emperor  in  1888.  If,  as  he  himself  proudly  believed,  he  was 
the  successor  of  the  medieval  Emperors,  then  he  was  Frederick  IV.  But  if  Bismarck’s 
Empire  was  a new  thing,  he  could  not  claim  the  number  IV.  This  was  Bismarck’s  own 
view  of  the  matter,  and  the  dying  Emperor  was  persuaded  to  use  his  Prussian  number 
as  Frederick  III.  His  illustrious  namesake,  Frederick  II,  was  the  occasion  of  another 
oddity  of  numbering.  The  first  King  of  Wurttemberg  was  Frederick  I.  His  son  was 
christened  Frederick  William  and  nobody  doubted  that  he  would  succeed  his  father  as 
Frederick  II.  This,  however,  the  son  refused  to  do.  Himself  an  able  soldier,  like  his 
father,  he  had  an  unbounded  admiration  for  Frederick  II  of  Prussia.  With  showy 
modesty,  he  declared  himself  unworthy  to  be  named  the  same  way  as  that  great  Royal 
soldier,  and  succeeded  to  the  throne  as  William  I. 

There  is  an  extremely  peculiar  way  of  numbering  used  in  Sweden.  The  reigning  King 
Gustav  VI  and  his  father  are  numbered  normally,  King  Gustav  I having  been  the 
founder  of  the  famous  House  of  Vasa.  But  King  Charles  XV,  who  reigned  at  the  time 
of  the  Franco-Prussian  War  of  1870  and  was  with  difficulty  prevented  from  coming 
to  France’s  aid,  was  numbered  in  an  utterly  fanciful  way.  The  patriotic  chroniclers  of 
the  realm  had  invented  a series  of  Erics  and  Charleses  who  never  lived.  These  fiction- 
kings  were  taken  into  account  for  the  Royal  numbering.  Once  the  system  was  established 
the  scholarly  19th  century,  though  well  aware  of  the  facts,  dared  not  disturb  the 
accepted  Royal  series.  That  is  how  Charles  XV  got  his  high  number. 

In  the  same  way  Scottish  history  had  been  messed  up  in  the  16th  century.  Inasmuch 
as  the  Celtic  names  of  former  Kings,  true  or  fictitious,  did  not  come  into  the  reckoning 
of  their  modern  successors,  no  problem  was  created.  But  when  Elizabeth  II  is  succeeded 
by  her  son,  he  will  probably  style  himself  Charles  III,  as  the  exiled  Stuart  was  styled 
by  Jacobite  sympathizers  over  200  years  ago. 

There  is  a contemporary  Sovereign  who  may  be  numbered  in  either  of  two  ways. 
King  Constantine  is  the  second  King  of  the  Hellenes  of  that  name.  His  grandfather 
took  the  name  in  memory  of  the  Byzantine  Emperors  in  the  hope,  almost  fulfilled  after 
World  War  I.  of  Constantinople  being  recovered  by  Greek  Christendom.  Now  there 
were  twelve  Emperors  named  Constantine  starting  with  the  first  Christian  Roman 
ruler,  founder  of  Constantinople.  For  the  traditionalist  Greek  then,  his  King  is  Constan- 
tine XIV.  But  this  numbering  might  disquiet  and  annoy  Turkey  so  it  cannot  be  used 
officially. 
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A SHORT  HISTORY  OF  THE  COINAGES  OF  CANADA

In  Colonial  times  Canada  suffered  from  as  serious  a shortage  of  coined  money  as 
did  the  United  States,  and  for  a longer  period.  It  was  not  until  1870  that  there  was 
anything  like  an  abundance  of  coin  in  circulation.  Any  gold  coin  was  accepted  by  weight 
in  the  Canadian  colonies.  Silver  was  dominated  by  the  Spanish  dollar.  There  was  some 
English  silver,  but  this  did  not  circulated  in  any  quantity  until  after  1825.  French  silver 
of  the  old  regime  was  used  in  Lower  Canada,  now  the  province  of  Quebec.  Copper  was 
mostly  English  and  Irish. 

Under  the  French  regime  the  colonists  used  whatever  they  had  brought  with  them 
from  France.  There  was  never  enough  coin  in  circulation,  since  it  returned  to  France 
to  pay  for  imports  and  in  taxation.  In  the  cities  of  Quebec,  Montreal  and  Three  Rivers 
merchants  circulated  promissory  notes  as  currency,  while  in  the  rural  districts  people 
bartered  for  their  wants.  Wheat  in  the  seventeenth  century  was  accepted  in  payment  of 
taxes.  Wampum  was  used  until  its  value  was  destroyed  by  cheap  imitations  from 
Europe.  Such  was  the  situation  in  1665  when  King  Louis  XIV  assumed  personal 
direction  of  the  affairs  of  New  France,  Acadia,  and  the  French  holdings  in  Newfound- 
land.

The  first  coins  struck  for  Canada  were  the  Compagnie  des  Indes  coinage  of  1670. 
This  coinage  comprised  a silver  5 sols  and  15  sols,  and  a copper  double  denier.  The 
royal  edict  authorizing  this  coinage  stipulated  that  the  coins  were  for  use  in  all  the 
French  colonies  in  the  New  World.  Hence  the  coinage  is  not  entirely  Canadian.  Shortly 
after  its,  release  the  coins  began  to  leave  New  France.  Accordingly  an  edict  in  1672 
raised  their  value  by  a third  in  an  effort  to  keep  them  in  circulation,  but  in  vain.  By 
1680  none  were  to  be  seen  in  circulation.  The  5 sols  is  scarce,  and  the  15  sols  is  very 
rare.  The  copper  2 deniers  was  never  issued,  for  reasons  not  known  today.  The  only 
genuine  specimen  reposes  in  th  Paris  mint  collection. 

In  1683  an  attempt  was  made  to  keep  Spanish  dollars  in  circulation  in  the  colony 
by  countermarking  them  with  a fleur  de  lys  to  pass  for  four  livres.  Any  underweight 
dollar  was  stamped  with  an  additional  Roman  numeral  I,  II,  III  or  IIII  to  indicate 
deficiencies  in  weight  of  6%%,  \2l/2%,  18^4%  and  25%  respectively.  The  sub-divisions 
of  the  dollar  were  treated  the  same  way.  Deficient  specimens  were  to  be  accepted  at 
reduced  values  in  proportion  to  their  deficiency  in  weight.  All  dollars  more  than  25% 
underweight  were  to  be  withdrawn.  The  measure  failed  to  supply  New  France  with 
an  adequate  circulating  medium.  None  of  the  counterstamped  dollars  now  exist. 
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In  1685  the  Intendant  Jacques  de  Meulles  created  his  famous  card  money.  This  was 
a series  of  notes  written  on  the  backs  of  playing  cards  issued  to  pay  the  garrison  at 
Quebec.  The  cards  were  fully  redeemed  in  coin  the  following  year.  Later,  however,  the 
colonial  government  issued  more  card  money.  The  first  few  issues  were  redeemed  and 
destroyed,  but  later  issues  were  not.  It  was  soon  realized  that  card  money  was  a con- 
venient means  of  supplying  currency  as  a supplement  to  coin,  and  from  this  position  it 
became  easy  to  yield  to  the  temptation  to  “create  money”  by  means  of  a printing  press. 
So  much  was  in  circulation  at  the  time  of  the  British  conquest  that  it  could  not  be 
redeemed,  and  in  1764  its  use  was  suppressed. 

In  the  meantime,  the  problem  of  small  change  was  solved  in  part  by  France 
shipping  “sous  marques”  to  the  colonies.  The  first  such  coin  was  the  30  deniers  of 
1658,  called  a sou  marque  because  it  was  milled  rather  than  hammered.  In  New  France 
it  passed  for  24  deniers,  but  was  slowly  reduced  to  15  deniers  by  1700.  A similar  coinage 
of  1692  was  also  sent  to  Canada  after  being  used  in  France.  Next  came  the  “mous- 
quetaires”  of  1709-1713,  which  passed  at  30  deniers  in  France.  They  were  first  used  in 
Canada  at  this  value,  but  were  reduced  in  1738  to  24  deniers.  In  1738  the  sous  marques 
so  ably  catalogued  by  Walter  Breen  were  first  issued.  These  pieces  of  24  deniers  were 
intended  for  use  in  France  and  all  her  colonies,  and  emanated  from  nearly  every  French 
mint  from  1738  to  1764.  They  were  popular  in  Canada,  and  were  permitted  by  the 
British  authorities  to  pass  for  a farthing  in  1764. 

Copper  was  never  popular  in  New  France.  This  was  partly  because  of  the  size  of 
the  coins,  and  partly  because  of  their  small  purchasing  power  in  Canada.  The  double  denier 
was  replaced  in  the  seventeenth  century  by  the  Hard  as  the  smallest  coin.  It  in  turn 
gave  way  to  the  sou  and  half  sou.  An  attempt  to  issue  copper  for  New  France  in  1717 
was  foiled  by  the  poor  quality  of  the  metal  used  by  the  Perpignan  mint.  In  1721  and  1722 
the  mints  of  Rouen  and  La  Rochelle  supplied  copper  pieces  of  9 deniers  for  the  colonies, 
but  these  did  not  circulate  in  New  France  very  readily.  In  1723  the  governor  reported 
that  the  populace  were  unwilling  to  accept  them,  and  in  1726  the  unissued  remainder 
were  sent  back  to  France.  For  many  years  after  the  British  conquest,  very  little  was 
done  to  supply  the  Canadian  colonies  with  coin.  The  circulating  medium  was  dominated 
by  the  Spanish  doubloon,  the  British  guinea,  the  Spanish  dollar,  the  Spanish  2 reales, 
the  British  shilling,  and  the  English  and  Irish  halfpenny.  French  gold  and  silver  dating 
from  the  French  colonial  period  was  acceptable  whenever  available.  In  copper  anything 
the  size  of  a halfpenny  would  pass  for  one,  especially  in  Lower  Canada  from  1820  to 
1840.  At  that  time  the  Austrian  kreuzer  of  1816,  the  Danish  skilling  of  1771,  the  Spanish 
8 maravedis,  the  Portuguese  10  reis,  the  Sardinian  5 centesimi  of  1826,  the  old  French 
sou,  the  large  American  cent,  and  certain  Norwegian  and  Swedish  coppers  all  passed  for 
a halfpenny. 

The  Spanish  dollar  became  the  standard  of  local  currency  in  all  the  Canadian 
colonies.  Nova  Scotia  valued  it  at  5/-  as  early  as  1753,  and  this  rating  was  adopted  by 
New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  Newfoundland.  In  1765  Lower  Canada 
adopted  the  Boston  valuation  of  6/-,  but  this  was  unacceptable  to  the  people.  Despite 
attempts  to  enforce  the  new  rate,  the  dollar  was  taken  only  at  5/-.  In  1777  the  govern- 
ment bowed  to  the  inevitable  and  adopted  the  Halifax  Currency,  as  this  rating  came  to 
be  called.  Upper  Canada,  now  the  province  of  Ontario,  chose  York  Currency  as  its 
standard,  whereby  the  dollar  went  for  8/-,  because  it  was  settled  by  immigrants  from 
New  York  after  1783.  In  1822  Upper  Canada  adopted  Halifax  Currency.  Prince  Edward 
Island  raised  the  value  of  the  dollar  to  6/-  in  1812  on  account  of  Governor  Smith’s  issue 
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of  the  famous  holey  dollars.  A further  3d  was  added  because  of  the  over-issue  of 
irredeemable  Treasury  notes  after  1840.  This  depreciated  standard  was  in  use  on  the 
Island  till  Confederation. 

After  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century,  increased  immigration  resulted  in  a 
greater  demand  for  coin.  Small  change  was  particularly  scarce.  To  solve  this  problem 
tokens  were  introduced.  Nova  Scotia  began  to  import  tokens  in  1812,  and  by  1816  they 
were  so  numerous  and  varied  in  style  and  size  that  they  had  become  a nuisance.  In 
1817  the  government  ordered  their  withdrawal  by  1820,  and  in  1823  substituted  its  own 
copper  coinage.  This  is  the  famous  Thistle  Coinage  of  pennies  and  halfpennies,  issued 
intermittently  from  1823  to  1843.  In  1856  the  beautiful  Mayflower  coinage  was  issued  in 
Nova  Scotia.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  of  Canadian  Colonial  Coinages. 

Nova  Scotia  was  the  first  colony  to  supply  its  people  with  an  adequate  copper 
coinage.  New  Brunswick,  trading  almost  exclusively  with  Nova  Scotia,  benefited  from 
this  for  many  years  because  Nova  Scotian  coins  circulated  in  New  Brunswick  unhindered. 
In  1843,  when  New  Brunswick  needed  more  coins  than  could  be  supplied  by  chance 
from  Nova  Scotia,  an  issue  of  pennies  and  halfpennies  was  released.  The  coins  bore 
a diademed  head  of  Queen  Victoria,  which  was  objected  to  by  the  Colonial  Office  because

it  was  an  unofficial  portrait..  This  was  rectified  in  1854,  when  the  coinage  of  that  year 
bore  the  customary  Wyon  head  as  seen  on  the  English  coinage. 

Newfoundland  made  little  use  of  coined  money  before  the  nineteenth  century.  The 
first  local  issues  were  the  Rutherford  halfpennies  of  1841  and  1846.  After  these  were 
discredited  because  of  over-issue,  large  numbers  of  lightweight  halfpennies  were  brought 
in  from  Prince  Edward  Island.  They  became  a nuisance,  and  in  1851  their  further 
importation  was  forbidden.  However,  they  had  come  to  stay,  and  influenced  the  style 
and  weight  of  the  later  private  tokens  of  Newfoundland  in  1858  and  1860. 

Prince  Edward  Island  has  supplied  Canadian  numismatics  with  some  of  its  most 
interesting  pieces.  The  famous  holey  dollars  were  an  early  attempt  to  provide  a silver 
coinage  for  the  Island.  A thousand  Spanish  dollars  were  perforated  at  the  request  of 
the  autocratic  Governor  Smith,  the  rings  and  plugs  being  countermarked  with  a small 
toothed  circle  to  pass  for  5/-  and  1/-  respectively.  They  were  issued  in  1812  and  with- 
drawn the  following  year  because  of  forgeries,  whereupon  the  local  merchants  agreed 
to  accept  the  forgeries  in  trade.  Very  few  specimens  of  the  original  issues  exist  today. 
Though  the  merchants’  forgeries  remained  in  use  for  about  ten  years,  they  are  also 
very  rare.  They  have  been  extensively  faked  in  recent  times  to  deceive  collectors. 
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Local  tokens  were  introduced  about  1830,  the  familiar  SHIPS,  COLONIES  & COM- 
MERCE tokens  being  used  in  Prince  Edward  Island.  A few  varieties  of  this  famous 
token  circulated  in  Lower  Canada,  but  the  bulk  of  the  issue  circulated  on  the  Island. 
The  first  pieces  with  any  reference  to  the  Island  came  out  in  1840.  These  “Sheaf  of 
Wheat”  pieces  are  very  rare.  An  extensive  series  of  anonymous  tokens  came  out  from 
1840  to  1858,  including  one  denominated  “one  cent.”  It  is  doubtful  if  this  piece  was 
taken  at  a hundredth  of  a dollar.  Others  of  equal  weight  were  halfpennies  taken  at  150 
to  the  dollar,  the  dollar  being  worth  6/3  at  this  time.  Because  the  currency  was  de- 
preciated, all  Prince  Edward  Island  tokens  are  lighter  in  weight  than  those  of  the  other 
colonies. 

The  first  tokens  of  Lower  Canada  were  the  Wellington  tokens,  brought  over  from 
England  by  Wellington’s  troops  when  they  were  sent  to  Canada  in  1814.  These  pieces 
originated  in  Yorkshire  and  other  parts  of  England,  and  some  of  the  pennies  were 
struck  originally  for  use  by  the  British  troops  fighting  in  Spain.  All  these  tokens  were 
welcomed  by  the  people,  and  were  in  use  for  many  years.  At  almost  the  same  time, 
private  tokens  began  to  appear  in  Montreal.  A Boston  merchant  who  settled  in  Montreal 
in  1813,  issued  a halfpenny  depicting  Britannia  on  one  side  and  an  eagle  on  the  other, 
prophetic  of  friendship  between  Canada  and  the  United  States.  Some  of  the  rarest 
Canadian  Colonial  coins  are  private  tokens  of  Montreal.  One  such  is  the  Montreal 
Ropery  token,  struck  in  1824. 

The  quantity  of  private  tokens  in  use  in  1825  was  considered  excessive,  and  the 
government  forbade  the  further  issue  and  importation  of  private  tokens.  There  was, 
however,  a loophole  through  which  a bus  could  be  easily  driven.  No  mention  was  made 
of  the  date,  and  so  thousands  of  pieces  dated  before  1825  were  brought  in.  The  Bust 
and  Harp  tokens  and  the  Tiffins  were  imported  because  of  this.  The  Harps  were 
imported  from  Dublin  in  1825  and  imitated  locally  in  brass  for  years  afterward.  The 
Tiffins  were  imported  from  England  in  1832  and  were  also  imitated  in  brass. 

Then  a blacksmith  discovered  a new  angle.  He  needed  money  to  buy  his  drinks, 
and  proceeded  to  imitate  the  battered  and  worn-out  Tower  halfpennies  which  were  the 
only  legal  copper  currency.  He  cut  only  an  outline  of  the  bust  on  his  dies,  with  a partly 
completed  Britannia  or  harp,  and  no1  legends.  He  darkened  his  coins  chemically  or  by 
overheating  before  passing  them  off.  Soon  other  such  “mints”  were  set  up,  and  these 
counterfeits  cursed  the  colony.  On  all  of  them  the  types  are  reverse  because  the 
“engravers”  knew  little  or  nothing  about  die-sinking. 

In  1835  the  banks  decided  to  act  to  end  the  mess.  They  refused  to  accept  this 
metallic  trash  except  by  weight.  The  Bank  of  Montreal  had  issued  a series  of  tokens 
anonymously,  which  were  readily  accepted,  especially  when  the  Bank  released  a 
further  issue  in  1836  with  its  name  on  them.  These  are  the  earliest  bouquet  sous,  so 
called  because  of  their  French  legends  and  the  bouquet  of  heraldic  flowers  they  portray. 
The  Banque  du  Peuple  was  permitted  to  issue  similar  tokens  in  1837.  They  were 
replaced  in  1838  by  another  issue  when  a small  star  and  Liberty  cap  were  found  worked 
in  among  the  maple  leaves  on  the  reverse.  Because  of  these  symbols  of  republicanism 
and  the  turbulent  political  times,  the  coin  is  called  the  “Rebellion  Sou.” 

It  was  soon  found  by  an  enterprising  exchange  broker  in  Montreal  that  the  bank 
tokens  were  popular  because  of  their  design.  He  then  ordered  imitations  from  Belleville, 
New  Jersey,  which  he  circulated  successfully.  Others  produced  similar  pieces,  some  being 
made  in  Birmingham  and  some  in  Montreal.  These  “Sous  des  Patriotes”  proved  very 
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popular  in  Lower  Canada,  and  became  too  numerous  in  a very  short  time.  Accordingly 
they  were  refused  by  the  banks  and  withdrawn.  They  are  the  most  extensively  studied 
of  the  Canadian  Colonial  coinages  today. 

Late  in  1837,  just  as  the  Rebellion  broke  out,  a handsome  issue  of  pennies  and 
halfpennies  was  released.  These  are  the  “Habitant”  tokens,  issued  by  the  Bank  of 
Montreal,  the  Quebec  Bank,  the  City  Bank,  and  the  Banque  du  Peuple.  They  were  in 
circulation  for  many  years,  and  were  the  first  successful  attempt  in  Lower  Canada  to 
end  the  shortage  of  small  change.  The  Bank  of  Montreal  planned  to  issue  copper  in 
1838  and  1839  — the  rare  “Side  View”  tokens  — but  these  were  judged  inferior  in 
workmanship  and  returned  to  England.  Despite  their  having  been  sent  back,  they 
frequently  appear  on  the  market  today. 

Upper  Canada’s  earliest  tokens  were  the  issues  in  honour  of  General  Brock,  who 
was  killed  at  the  Battle  of  Queenston  Heights  in  1812.  They  are  lightweight  pieces, 
issued  on  the  York  Currency  standard,  and  were  circulated  in  enormous  quantities.  In 
1822  the  colony  adopted  Halifax  Currency,  and  later  issues  are  heavier.  The  Sloop 
tokens,  though  dated  earlier,  were  not  issued  before  1825.  They  feature  on  the  obverse 
a sloop,  the  chief  means  of  transportation  on  the  Great  Lakes  at  that  time.  There  are 
many  varieties  varying  in  style,  including  the  rare  JAMAICA  halfpenny  dated  1821.

The  Famous  Lesslie  twopence,  dated  1822,  is  Canada’s  largest  copper  coin.  It  was 
unpopular  because  of  its  size,  but  most  specimens  seen  today  are  well  worn.  A companion 
halfpenny,  issued  from  1824  to  1830,  circulated  in  large  amounts.  There  was  an  anony- 
mous token  inscribed  NO  LABOUR  NO  BREAD,  issued  about  1830.  The  whole  issue 
was  seized  by  the  Customs  authorities  and  sent  to  be  melted  down,  but,  as  one  writer 
says,  far  more  specimens  fell  on  to  the  floor  than  into  the  furnace,  and  they  soon  were 
found  in  circulation.  A rather  heavy  halfpenny  was  issued  in  1832,  probably  by  the 
colonial  government,  and  this  ends  the  coinage  of  Upper  Canada.  The  famous  halfpennies 
of  the  Copper  Company  of  Upper  Canada,  dated  1794  and  1796,  did  not  circulate,  and 
were  never  seen  in  Canada  before  about  1870. 

In  1840  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  were  reunited,  and  a common  copper  coinage 
was  supplied  by  the  Bank  of  Montreal.  This  was  the  “Front  View”  coinage  of  1842  and 
1844,  featuring  a front  view  of  the  bank  building.  These  coins  proved  adequate  till  1850. 
In  1850  the  capital  was  transferred  to  Toronto,  and  the  Bank  of  Upper  Canada  was  author- 
ized to  coin  copper.  The  Bank  of  Upper  Canada  supplied  pennies  and  halfpennies  in  large 
amounts  till  the  coming  of  the  decimal  system.  These  coins  are  dated  1850,  1852,  1854, 
and  1857,  and  are  the  commonest  Colonial  coins.  During  this  time  the  Quebec  Bank  was

allowed  to  issue  copper  to  end  a shortage  of  change  in  Quebec.  This  coinage,  dated 
1852,  is  an  attractive  one,  featuring  the  old  “habitant”  design  of  1837  with  an  adaptation 
of  the  arms  of  the  city  of  Quebec. 

Increasing  trade  with  the  United  States  brought  American  coins  into  circulation, 
and  an  agitation  for  the  adoption  of  decimal  currency.  After  a long  period  of  discussion 
with  the  British  government,  the  colony  of  Canada  adopted  decimals  in  1858.  The  unit 
was  a gold  dollar  equal  in  value  to  the  American,  and  divided  into  100  cents.  An  issue  of 
bronze  cents  and  silver  pieces  of  5,  10,  and  20  cents  was  released  the  same  year.  New 
Brunswick  followed  suit  in  1860,  issuing  cents  in  1861  and  1864  and  silver  pieces  of  5,  10, 
and  20  cents  in  1862  and  1864.  Nova  Scotia  adopted  a dollar  of  100  cents,  equal  to  5/- 
Halifax  Currency,  thus  making  it  possible  to  use  English  sliver.  Cents  and  half  cents 
were  issued  in  1861  and  1864,  and  cents  in  1862.  Half  cents  were  needed  to  make  change 
for  the  sixpence,  which  went  for  1234c.  This  made  $73  Canadian  equal  to  $75  Nova 
Scotian,  which  created  problems  after  Confederation.  Prince  Edward  Island  adopted 
decimals  in  1870,  issuing  a cent  of  excellent  design  in  1871. 

The  decimal  coinage  of  Newfoundland  began  in  1865.  There  was  an  issue  of  bronze 
cents,  silver  pieces  of  5,  10,  and  20  cents,  and  gold  $2  pieces  that  year.  A silver  fifty  cent 
piece  was  added  in  1870.  Gold  was  issued  intermittently  till  1888,  and  the  other  coins 
under  Queen  Victoria  intermittently  till  1900  for  the  silver  and  1896  for  the  bronze.

Newfoundland  had  its  own  coinage  until  it  joined  the  Dominion  of  Canada  in  1949. 
The  twenty  cent  piece  was  replaced  by  a quarter  dollar  in  1917.  After  1919  no  silver 
coins  larger  than  10  cents  were  issued. 

In  the  West,  coined  money  was  little  used.  In  all  the  vast  lands  owned  by  the 
Hudson’s  Bay  Company  the  beaver  skin  was  the  unit  of  account.  There  was  little  need 
for  coins  in  this  region  until  after  it  was  opened  to  settlement  by  the  Dominion  of 
Canada.  There  was  an  issue  of  brass  tokens  by  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company  in  1854,  but 
the  tokens  were  not  widely  used.  They  were  soon  called  in,  and  those  which  were 
redeemed  were  punched  on  the  reverse  at  the  top. 

British  Columbia  used  English  money  at  first,  but  soon  adopted  accounting  in  dollars 
and  cents.  So  high  was  the  cost  of  living  there  before  Confederation  that  no  coin  smaller 
than  an  eight  of  a dollar  was  of  any  use.  Gold  dust  was  used,  and  it  was  exported  in 
large  amounts.  An  issue  of  gold  $10  and  $20  pieces  was  planned  in  1862  and  a few 
pieces  struck,  but  the  governor  vetoed  the  plan  for  fear  of  infringement  of  the  Royal 
prerogative  of  coining  gold.  These  famous  pieces  are  extremely  rare.  Coined  money  was 
scarce  in  British  Columbia  until  nearly  1890,  when  immigrants  began  to  flood  into  the 
province  from  the  East,  bringing  with  them  an  ample  supply  of  Canadian  money.

BOOK  REVIEW 

Kienast,  Gunther  W. : The  Medals  of  Karl  Goetz.  128  pages  of  text.  156  pages  of  plates. 
8.75"  x 11",  cloth  bound.  The  ARTUS  Co.,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  $25.00  postpaid. 

It  is  probably  safe  to  say  that  most  collectors  of  European  coins  and  medals  have 
encountered  at  least  some  of  the  works  of  Karl  Goetz  even  though  they  may  never 
have  heard  that  artist’s  name.  Those  familiar  with  the  name,  with  equal  probability, 
would  find  it  difficult  to  recall  more  than  a handful  of  the  633  pieces  he  produced  before 
his  death  in  1950.  Mr.  Kienast’s  new  catalogue,  then,  in  which  all  the  works  of  Goetz 
are  described  and  a substantial  proportion  illustrated,  is  an  original  contribution  to 
numismatic  literature  of  substantial  value. 

Air.  Kienast  writes  in  his  “Foreword"  that  he  regards  himself  as  a “compiler, 
cataloguer  and  interpreter."  Within  the  limits  he  has  set  himself  he  has  been  successful. 
Although  the  bulk  of  the  text  is  devoted  to  listing  and  describing  the  Goetz  opus,  the 
author  also  includes  much  valuable  information  on  the  artist,  and  his  work,  accompanied 
by  a number  of  interesting  illustrations. 

It  is  to  the  author’s  credit  that  he  deals  forthrightly  with  what  is  in  all  likelihood 
his  subject’s  most  controversial  piece  — the  famous  “Lusitania  Aledal"  of  1916,  published 
to  commemorate  the  sinking  of  the  liner  by  a German  submarine.  This  piece  was 
described  in,  “The  Numismatist,"  in  the  August,  1916  issue  and  has  been  a cause  of 
controversy  ever  since.  The  medal  is  certainly  typical  of  one  facet  of  the  artist’s  output. 
Goetz  appears  to  have  been  ready  and  able  to  turn  out  particularly  unpleasant  satirical 
medals  when  called  upon.  His  targets  included  President  Wilson,  the  Emperor  William 
II,  the  French  occupation  of  the  Ruhr,  those  who  “stabbed  Germany  in  the  back" 
during  and  after  World  War  I,  and  many  others. 

In  estimating  Goetz’s  place  as  artist,  however,  it  is  probably  unfair  to  judge  him 
entirely  by  that  portion  of  his  work  in  which  he  displayed  a taste,  at  best  highly 
questionable.  He  was  a product  of  his  time  and  in  many  ways  typical  of  the  Germany 
the  rest  of  the  world  was  to  learn  to  know  so  well  during  the  first  half  of  the  20th 
Century.  Much  of  his  work,  while  often  a bit  pompous,  shows  him  to  have  been  an 
artist  of  considerable  talent.  But  his  talents  were  always  at  the  service  of  those  who 
were  on  top,  from  the  Germany  of  William  II  to  that  of  Adolf  Hitler.  In  a sense  we 
have  much  to  thank  him  for.  The  Germans  have  always  been  adept  at  excusing  their 
least  excusable  actions.  The  works  of  Goetz  provide  a clear  record  in  imperishable 
metal  that  serves  to  demonstrate  the  true  nature  of  20th  Century  Germany  and  her 
rulers  for  future  generations.  The  picture  is  not  a pleasant  one. 
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GOLD  COINS  OF  THE  NETHERLANDS

tor  the  general  Collector  of  European  gold  coins  the  sudden  disappearance  of  gold 
issues  in  the  Netherlands  during  the  middle  portion  of  the  19th  Century  may  be  some- 
thing of  a puzzle.  The  suspension  of  the  standard  issues  of  gold  was  entirely  due  to 
the  peculiar  currency  conditions  operating  in  the  country  during  the  period  in  question. 

By  1800,  the  Provinces  of  the  Dutch  Netherlands  were  on  an  effective  Silver 
Standard,  to  the  general  satisfaction  of  the  commercial  community.  This  meant  that 
the  monetary  unit  of  the  country  was  the  silver  Guilder.  Gold  Double  Ducats  and 
Ducats  were  struck  as  “Trade  Coins”  whose  value  was  rated  at  a variable  number  of 
Guilders  depending  on  the  market  price  of  gold. 

When  Louis  Napoleon  became  King  of  Holland,  the  French  bi-metallic,  on*  double 
standard,  was  adopted  on  December  15,  1806.  It  provided  that  the  issues  of  gold  and 
silver  should  have  a fixed  relation  to  each  other.  The  native  issues  were  suspended  from 
1810  to  1814  when  Napoleon  decided  to  govern  the  country  directly  and  French  gold  and 
silver  coins  were  struck  at  the  mint  in  Utrecht. 

With  the  establishment  of  the  Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands  under  the  House  of 
Orange  after  the  fall  of  the  French  Empire,  the  double  standard  was  continued.  There 
were  silver  Guilders,  multiples  and  fractions,  and  gold  10  Guilder  pieces  issued  during 
the  reign  of  William  I.  The  gold  5 Guilder  coin  was  only  struck  in  1826  and  1827.  Trade 
Ducats,  a traditional  Dutch  coin,  continued  to  be  issued  at  no  standard  rated  value  in 
Guilders. 

Historically  the  Dutch  had  always  been  a silver  using  people.  The  variations  in 
the  market  value  of  gold  and  silver,  by  the  end  of  the  reign  of  William  I,  had  the  effect 
of  driving  the  gold  coins  into  the  melting  pot  while  silver  was  plentiful.  On  September 
26,  1847,  the  silver  standard  was  legally  adopted.  Regular  gold  issues  ceased.  This 
accounts  for  the  rarity  of  the  few  10  and  5 Guilder  gold  coins  of  William  II  during  his 
reign,  1840-49.  They  were  only  struck  in  1842  and  1843,  respectively. 

Because  gold  fulfilled  a commercial  need,  however,  arrangements  were  made  to 
strike  trade  coins.  A new  denomination,  the  “William,”  or  “Negotiepenning”  was  pro- 
jected, with  its  Double  and  Half.  These  rare  and  attractive  coins  were  inscribed  with 
their  weight  and  fineness  but  not  a value  in  Guilders.  Those  of  William  II  were  really 
patterns  and  exist  only  as  Proofs.  During  the  first  part  of  the  reign  of  William  III  they 
exist  as  Proofs  and  in  an  extremely  limited  issue  struck  for  circulation.  The  law  stated 
that  they  could  be  struck  for  private  account,  which  partly  explains  the  rarity  of  the 
coins.  In  short,  except  for  a small  issue  of  Negotiepennings  during  1850-53,  and  small 
quantities  of  Ducats,  the  Dutch  abandoned  the  domestic  use  of  gold. 

By  1872  the  startling  increase  in  the  production  of  silver  in  the  United  States  drove 
down  the  price.  The  Netherlands  Mint  was  forced  to  suspend  the  free  coinage  of  the 
metal  on  May  23,  1873.  The  Gold  Standard  was  finally  and  reluctantly  adopted  on  June 
6,  1875.  The  free  coinage  of  10  Guilder  pieces  began  again. 

It  has  become  the  custom  to  consider  the  Ducats  of  the  Netherlands  as  coins  struck 
for  trade  with  the  Far  East.  This  conventional  attitude  does  an  injustice  to  an  interest- 
ing and  historic  coin.  The  Ducat  is  a Netherlands  gold  piece  which,  throughout  its 
history,  has  been  associated  with  the  great  commercial  enterprise  of  a vigorous  seafaring 
European  people.
